The five member Council by law is now part af the 
Ten Year Highway Plan for New Hampshire and must by law 
hold hearings to gain citizen input and information on 
changes in the highway and bridge system af New Hamp- 
shire. Our report is due ta the Commissicaner of Trans- 
portation by June 1, 13995. 

The Council also plays a key role in assisting 
citizens, aqencies, towns, cities and businesses in 
their relationship with New Hampshire State Government. 
A Counciloer is anly a phone call away and stands’ ready 
to assist in this ombudsman role.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE 


The year 1992 proved to be very busy for = your 
Police Department with a record number (6,043) of calls 
for service. Despite these tough economic times, with 
overall crime on the rise, we have held the line and in 
some cases reduced the number of reported incidents. 
Our burglary rate, for example, was reduced by 25% over 
1991, from 52 to 37. This is one of the lowest burgla-— 
ry rates in the County, which I attribute to high visi- 
bility and aggressive patrol. 

Since I was appointed your Police Chief in October 
of 1992, we have hired a patrolman to fill the vacancy 
left by the Lieutenant’s position. This experienced 
police officer is Bruce Clough who grew up in the Til- 
ton area and, after six years in the military, has been 
a police officer in a neighboring town for three years. 
Bruce lives with his wife, Brenda, and two daughters in 
Northfield. In November of 1992, six-year veteran 
Officer Scott Estes was promoted to Corporal. He will 
be a Patrol Supervisor and help with prosecution in 
court. The strong point of Tilton Police continues’ to 
be the officers who work here, who are dedicated, fami- 
ly oriented and professional. 

We have already been in our new Police Station for 
over two years and have put it to very good use. a 
portion of the basement will now be used to help us 
maintain our newly instituted physical readiness policy 
which requires our police officers to get in shape and 
stay that way. I think you will see this a Statewide 
requirement soon and it is long overdue. The equipment 
used to accomplish this has been donated by the men. 

We prosecuted 306 cases in Laconia District Court 
with only eight cases being found not guilty. This 
resulted in $28,457.80 in fines. As of January ist, 
1993, Tilton will have its trials in the Franklin Dis-— 
trict Court. This is a result of the Statewide consol- 
idation of courts. We still have trials scheduled 


through August at the Laconia District Court. Crime, 
on the whole, is increasing regionally and we would be 
kidding ourselves if we said it won’t continue. With 


the Town growing steadily and the proposed 70 new 
stores opening up in 1992, I assure you we will have 
our hands full. 

The Department continues to endorse the crimeline 
which unfortunately has not had the activity we hoped 
for. If you have any information about a crime and 
want to report it anonymously, please call the Crime- 
line at 286-2200. Remember that this is your Police 
Department and we are committed to providing you, the 
citizens of Tilton, with a good hard working police 
force. Thank you for your continued support which, 
without would render us ineffective.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


The winter of '91-’92 was almost a repeat of 
"90-"91; not much snow, lots of freezing rain, all 
coming on nights and weekends. Frozen ditches, 
frozen culverts, and frost heaves to fill with sand, 
all kept your Public Works crew very busy. 

Capital improvement project for 1992 was 
reconstruction of Lancaster Heights. The entrance 
was excavated to remove unsuitable material and 
decrease the inclination of the hill. The ditches 
were excavated and lined with stone to prevent 
erosion. The existing asphalt was reclaimed and 4" 
of grindings (from the Interstate projects) were put 
in place. After approximately two weeks, to allow 
the base to stabilize, the roadway was paved with 1" 
of hot asphalt. 

This was a larger project than we usually do 
(costwise), but by doing the entire road at one time 
we were able to achieve a better price per square 
yard. 

Other projects included sub-drainage on 
Chestnut St., Pine St. and High St. The handicap 
entrance was constructed and the sidewalk repaired 
by the Town Hall. Many washouts from heavy rains 
were repaired along with regular street maintenance. 

Regular maintenance was performed on the Police 
cruisers, and Town trucks with a few “unexpected" 
high costs. 

Recycling has contined with some improvements 
to the building. We recycled approximately 60 tons 
of material during 1992. Much more participation 
from the Town people is needed.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Tilton Planning Board has had a busy year since 
the last Town Meeting. Among the major projects for 
which the Board reviewed and approved site plan appli- 
cations during 1992 were the relocation of Davis’ and 
Swanson; Caravona Motors; the Lochmere Golf and Country 
Club; Home Gas; Eye Scream Dream; Mobil Oil; revised 
"as-built" plans for Agway; and the Laconia Lakes Out- 
lets Mall being built by Fisher Development Corpora- 
tion. All of these developments are significantly 
enhancing the economic viability of the town of Tilton 
as well as contributing in myriad ways to the commun-— 
ity. In addition, during 1992, the Board approved 
numerous subdivisions and easements, boundary line 
adjustments, and lot consolidations. 

Early in 1992, the Board approved updates to the 
site plan review regulations. In addition, the Board 
adopted, for the first time, comprehensive rules of 
procedure for the conduct of Board business. The 
town’s Master Plan, originally written in 1985, has 
been a major concern, and the Board began a review of 
the Master Plan. The Land Use Recommendations section 
of the Master Plan has received the greatest attention, 
and a committee chaired by Bill Lawrence, Board Vice- 
Chairman, has held meetings to review these recommenda-— 
tions. Continued review of the Master Plan will be a 
focus of the Board’s activity during 1993. The Board 
has also begun to look into digitized mapping and com- 
puter-based geographic map systems as a way of improv- 
ing the town maps and the planning process. 

Public hearings on the Laconia Lakes Outlet Mall 
development, while strongly favorable regarding the 
development, brought forth a great deal of concern 
about the direction of future development in Tilton and 
the adequacy of existing ordinances and regulations. 
Given Tilton’s favorable geographic location, the re- 
sources the town possesses and the economic challenges 
facing us, encouraging more development is desirable. 
Development will bring jobs to the area, maximize the 
town’s tax revenues, and provide needed services to 
residents. At the same time, development must proceed 
in a manner consistent with retaining the character of 
the town. 

A public forum on development in Tilton was spon- 
sored by the Board in November, and a number of resi- 
dents spoke offering suggestions for directions for 
development, regulatory needs, and concerns. The board 
has also consulted with the New Hampshire Office of 
State Planning which has provided recommendations and 
suggestions for improving site plan and subdivision 
review procedures as well as the Master Plan review 
process. 
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PLANNING BOARD REPORT (Ccont.)? 

Chairman John Mason and Vice-Chairman Bill Lawrence 
attended several workshops and seminars sponsored by 
Lakes Region Planning Association and The New Hampshire 
Municipal League. 

I would like to thank the members and alternate 
members of the Board who dedicated many hours’ during 
1992 to meetings and public hearings for their time and 
for their thoughtful contributions as well as the many 
town residents who have come to Board meetings to add- 
ress their ideas and concerns. I would also like to 
thank the Land Use Administrative Assistant, Ms. Lenore 
Sattler, for her valuable and efficient work managing 
the Land Use Office and assisting the Board’s activi- 
ties.

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1993 REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The purpose of the Conservation Commission is to 
help protect and encourage proper use of Tilton’s nat- 
ural resources and to protect our river, streams, wet-— 
lands, and ground water. The Commission is able to 
comment and offer opinions on environmental matters, 
but has no authority to approve projects or to enforce 
regulations. 

We are required by law to review Tilton applica- 
tions for N.H. Wetlands Board permits. This involves 
inspecting sites and providing the NH Wetlands Board 
with written comments. In 1992, the number of applica- 
tions related to building and construction projects 
increased slightly. 

We also checked reported wetland violations. Dur= 
ing 1992, the number of violations decreased. We 
would, however, like to remind people who wish to alter 
wetlands for any purpose, construct new docks, make 
shoreline improvements, or repair old docks to obtain a 
NH Wetlands board permit before proceeding. 

The Commission spent a large amount of time in 
September and October discussing environmental concerns 
with the wetlands scientist and project engineer for 
the Fisher Development outlet mall. An important wet-— 
land in Tilton will be restored and preserved as part 
of a 28 acre conservation area, to mitigate the devel- 
opment’s wetlands impacts. This will be the Town’s 
first conservation land, an important step for the 
community. 

The Commission inspected sites and prepared com- 
ments about wetlands impacts on proposed projects for 
the Planning Board and Zoning Board of Adjustment. We 
experienced an increase in requests for environmental 
information fram developers, realtors and townspeople. 

Commissioners attended workshops on the NH Site 
Specific Permit procedures, the new Shoreline Protec- 
tion Act, and on conservation easements. The Commis-— 
sion maintains a reference library which includes in- 
formation about Tilton’s wetlands and soils; current 
state and federal environmental regulations; wetlands 
identification methods; and identification of wetland 
plants. 

Commissioners are available to assist anyone plan- 
ning a project or having questions regarding natural 
resources, wetlands, or N.H. Dredge and Fill permit 
applications. Commissioners can be cantacted at home 
or at monthly Commission meetings.

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ANIMAL CONTROL REFORT 


This past year has seen many complaints regarding 
dogs without owner supervision being allowed to run at 
large. The majority of these animals are owned by 
Tilton citizens and are not “strays". I will be making 
a renewed effort to curb this problem in the near fut- 
ure. Verbal warnings will be limited and fines will be 
levied to owners of dogs for on-going problems. The 
number of complaints I have received have increased, 
identifying problems for owners and/or citizens of the 
Town of Tilton. Hopefully, we can alleviate many of 
these complaints using the verbal warning/fine system. 

The Citizens of Tilton should be aware that the 
Town does have a leash law requiring dogs to be under 
the control of the owner at all times. The owner is 
responsible far licensing the dog with the Tawn Clerk 
by April 1 each year. This tag, along with a current 
rabies tag, is to be on the dog’s collar. If these are 
not on the dog at the time of pick up by the TPD or 
Animal Control Officer, the potential fines are numer- 


ous. These tags also aid in returning the dog to its 
owner. 

We need to be responsible pet owners, especially as 
incidences of rabies move closer to our town. A new 


law in 1993 requires that owners of cats have them 
vaccinated against rabies as well as all dogs. We each 
need to do our part to ensure your pet does not create 
a potential hazard to youngsters and citizens of Til- 
ton. Your local vet or the NH Humane Society can give 
more information concerning this. 

The procedure to follow if you have an animal = com- 
plaint needing attention from the ACO is as follows: 


1. Call the Tilton Police Department and leave a_ mes- 
sage for the Animal Control Officer to return your call 
2. FUL .yourvcomplairnt in writing —- time,yerrocatian; 
nature of incident, description of dog, etc. and mail 
or deliver this, in care of the ACO/Tilton Police De- 
partment. 

3. All complaints will be investigated and appropriate 
action will be taken as soon as all information is 
gathered. If the complaint requires immediate action, 
this will occur. Once a written complaint is received, 
the incident is further documented and an investigation 
will occur. 

Thank you to the Citizens of Tilton for their 
patience and help concerning the animal problems of 
this town. Thank you also toa the Tilton Police Depart-— 
ment for their handling of calls when I am not avail- 
able and the continued input and support I receive.

YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


This year marks the 17th anniversary of the Youth 
Assistance Program, the first court diversion program 
in the State of New Hampshire. The present staff of 
two, Dawn Shimberg and Martha Douglass have worked for 
the program for seven years. Volunteers help young 
people on review boards, companion programs and on the 
board of directors. Major financial support comes from 
the three towns served; Northfield, Sanbornton and 
“ee Rese For the past three years the towns have re- 
ceived financial assistance from Belknap and Merrimack 
Counties.* The Challenge Program, sponsored by the 
Winnisquam Regional School System and the Youth Assis-— 
tance Program, is a substance abuse training program 
for youth independently funded with a grant from the 
Governor’s Drug Free Schools Program. 

The Youth Assistance Program was founded to serve 
youths and their families within their communities. 
The belief that young people in need can be served by 
people in the place where they live was important from 
the beginning. Although many diversion programs have 
developed throughout the state the majority of them are 
community based; dedicated to the belief that “communi- 
ties taking care of their own" is still a sensible New 
Hampshire tradition. Facility and staff are more ac-— 
cessible. Volunteers help friends and neighbors, as 
well as themselves, by serving to improve their towns. 
Direction comes from people closer to the needs at hand 
than could be possible if these diversion and preven- 
tion programs were controlled by county or state. The 
Youth Assistance Program remains independent; always 
aware of and addressing the needs of the neighborhoods. 
This area is noted throughout the country for a high 
rate of alcoholism, teen pregnancy and school dropouts. 
Drug related problems and AIDS are frightening to ev- 
eryone-—and on the rise. The Youth Assistance Program 
works to address these problems and others that are 
being faced by our families and young people.

1992 was a very busy year for the Sewer Commission 
with the construction of five new major sewer projects 
and a rate adjustment toa offset a billing change made 
by the State that resulted in a reduction in our’ cash 
reserves in 1991. 

At the start of 1991 we had a cash reserve of 
$74,800 and by December it was reduced to $39,904. 
With a rate increase in July of 1992 the reserve was 
restored to $73,175 by years end. With the January 
billing the rates were adjusted to reflect a reduction 
of 18% and will be further reduced if our expenses 
remain stable. 

In 1992 a joint sewer line with Franklin was 
installed from the Tiltoan/Franklin town line to the 
main interceptor located west of Cross Mill Road in 
Franklin. This line was estimated to coast Tilton 
$200,000. It came in at $70,000 with one remaining 
bill ta be submitted for a Right-of-Way to be resolved 
PALSoSs 

A new 15 inch sewer pipe was then extended from the 
above line to the western edge of the Town Line Plaza 
entrance. An 8 inch line was installed across Route 3 
to Jensen’s M.H. Park on Clark Road. This line will 
serve the Town Line Plaza, Trachy Agency, Tilton Foard, 
Salvatore’s Restaurant and Jensen’s MH Park and was 
financed by these users. 

An engineering study will be conducted in 1993 to 
determine the cost to continue from the 15 inch pipe 
eastward toward the High School. 

On the east side of town, a 12 inch pipe was 
installed from Oliver’s Restaurant across Route GS toa 
the main interceptor line behind Pike’s parking lot. 
This sewer line will serve in addition to Oliver’s, the 
new shopping mall being installed on Route GS and the 
area north of Route 3 including Route 1352. This 
project was financed by Oliver’s and some of the future 
users in this area. 

In Lochmere a 10 inch pipe was extended north toa 
the Lochmere Post Office andan 8 inch line was

installed to the new Lochmere Golf & Country Club. 
These lines were financed by the Post Office and the 
Golf Club. 

In addition, studies are being made to extend the 
present sewer lines in the Lochmere area east toa the 
Shalimar Motel and in the Winnisquam Bridge area west 
ta Jay’s Marina. 

We wish to note that a past Sewer Commissioner, 
Arthur Marcoux, died August i4th, and our Chairman, 
Edward Brigman, died September 7th; these men worked 
hard for the Town of Tilton and are truly missed.

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NORTHFIELD-TILTON ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION 


NTEDC is a private non-profit economic development 
corporation comprised of 45 members and a Board of 15 
Directors representing the two towns. Our primary 
objectives are to 1) encourage a diversity of businesses, 
especially manufacturing industries, to expand or locate 
in the Northfield-Tilton area, while maintaining the 
existing employment base. A total of 300 additional 
manufacturing jobs should be developed in the next 5 
years; 2) maintain the area’s quality of life by assuring 
that new development is well-planned and in concert with 
the natural environment; 3) encourage quality education 
at the elementary and secondary levels and support 
vocational-technical and other training and re-training 
programs. At least one new vocational training program 
should be initiated within the next 2 years; 4) support 
and sponsor community development projects and programs 
which enhance the ability of the area to attract and 
retain businesses. Particular attention should be 
addressed to (a) improving water service and sewage 
collection in potential industrial areas; and (b) 
constructing access improvements at Interstate 93 (Exit 
19); and 5) promote entrepreneurship, including the 
encouragement of new, home-grown businesses. At least 
10 new start-up businesses should be initiated within the 
next five years. 


We are currently working on seven projects to 
implement these objectives: a Targeted Industry 
Marketing Program, an on-going Business Visitation 
Program, development of a Small Business Incubator, 
creation of an Entrepreneur’s Club; participation in 
Local Planning Efforts, establishment of a Revolving Loan 
Fund; and finally, a Business/Education Partnership to 
make sure there is a continuing dialogue between the 
business community and representatives of public 
secondary and post secondary schools regarding the 
specific needs of industry.
